fense of O'Neil Finished, 


PARKHURST'S PLEA IS MADE 


The MeClond Murder Trial is Drawing to a 


Close, 
Case Will Soon Go to the 


Jury, Yerdict Will be Guilty 


or a Disagreement, 


The feeling this forenoon was that a 


Yerdict of guilty would be returned. The 
government's rebuttal was strong, show- 
Ing O'Neil's friends would swear fa'ie'y to 


BSVO him and that it was improbable that 
Nellie O'Neil had J27.75 hidden away 
in her trunk while she was being dunned 
by lawyers for her debts and writing to 
them, as the testimony has shown. I' 
was also shown that there is room to 
doubt the testimony of the whole O'Neil 
family, since their testimony at the in- 
quest, preliminary hearing and trial con- 
flicts. At noon it looked rather dark for 
O'Xeil. 


When THE TRANSCRIPT'S account of 


the O'Neil trial closed at i o'clock yester- 
day afternoon the mother of the accused 
man was undergoing » fearful ordeal in 
the witness chair. She, as well aa the 
otccr members of the family who were 
called to testify, did their utmost to ac- 
count for the whereabouts of the son and 
brother at or near the time of the murder 
on tiiat n ghtin January. Their testimony 
W Ui reijjiu to the i'20 of the sister's 
inoiit v being missing and the implication 
that John had stolen it, thus accounting 
for t he money wtiich the accused bad 
shortly after Mrs. McCloud wa« killed, 
created n sensation. While it looks queer 
that at the inquest sad at the preliminary 
hearing this testimony upon the part of 
the mother and sisters was not given nor 
•was anything given that suggested it, the 
testimony will have some weight with 
the juiora in creating that reasonable 
doubt in the minds of some of the twelve 
that will preclude a finding of guilty. 


in the minds of none who have been 


following the trial will there be an ac- 
quittal of O'Neil. The public opinion at 
the seat ot the trial and elsewhere is di- 
vided as to whether there will be a ver- 
dict of guilty or a disagreement. 


I As far as circumstantial evidence is 
concerned the suowing of the prosecution 
has been strong. It remaias to be seen 
as to wnether tie defense has sncceoced 
la weakening any of the links in the 
chain of proof so as to create in the minds 
of any of the twelve gojd men and true 
the ie*»)n*ble doubt of the certainty of 
O'Nfil'j. guilt.

Nelly O'Neil, 24, sister of John O'Neil, 


lived in North Adams last December. She 
used her sister Minnie's trunk to keep a 
pocketbook in. Witness went to North 
Adams three years ago and worked at 
The Wilson. 
She put money in the 


pocketbook from time to time. The last 
time she took money from tbe pocket- 
book was Decoration day '96. She left 
J10.75 in it; then in October she added 
57.00 and fo.OO on Christmas day. "When 
I went back to the pocketbook in February 
I found $20 gone." 


Mr. Knowlton cross-examined. Witntsi 


found $5.75 in pocketbook; the 50-cent 
piece and 25-cent piece were still there. 


O'Neil Womeii Recalled, 


Mrs. Catherine O'Neil and Miss Kosu 


O'Neil were recalled. M'sa O'Neil said it 
was after dinner when the money was 
placed in the purse Christmas. Mrs. O'Neil 
was not questioned and Nelly was called 
instead. In reply to a question by Mr. 
Knowlton she said she did not owe money 
in January. '97. 
Had received letters 


about bill she owed and said she ww ted 
to pay it in installments. The bill was for 
a little evei lour dollars. Witness could 
not remember how much money she had 
in the house last full. Had $22.75 iu it in 
November, 189S. She did not pay that 
bill then. 


Court adjourned at 5 o'clock.

Court opened this Tuesday morniug 


with a mob at the door that was impass- 
able. The testimony of Monday stirred 
the people up and it looked as if all 
Greenfield wanted admission. A num- 
ber from North Adams were in the crowd- 
The deputies tad all they could do to 
prevent an excited crush, but were able 
to handle the people well. 


The main interest in yesterday's defense 


was the testimony of Mrs. John O'Neil, 
mother of the accused man, and his Bis 
ters, who proved, each a part, of a story 
heretofore untold of O'Neil coming into 
possession of the suspicious money. It 
was the earnings of a sister, locked in an- 
other sister's trunk, and O'Neil when 
drunk got the key and took the money. 
No one said O'Neil took the money, but 
the money was missing and John had 
gone up stairs the night Mrs. McCioud's 
body was found. 
The inference is 


clear. 
There was considerable discus- 


sion of this testimony on the street. 
It was wondered why it 
was not 


given before 
The attorney gen- 


iral and district attorney were of that 
opinion evidently, for they pressed the 
witnesses to say why the incident of Jack's 
going up stairs that Friday night was 
not before mentioned, either at the in- 
quest or preliminary hearing. 


The testimony introduced to discredit 


the testimony of the convict witnesses- 
was said to be the best piece of work done 
by the defense. Davis and Schenk were 
given a reputation that excluded belief in 
,heir statements. 


Where John O'Neil was that Friday 


night was not very conclusively proven 
by the defense. It was not the aim of tbe 
defense to prove that O'Neil was in a cer- 
tain place or places, but it was the aim to 
locate him at Prruen and places that would 
give him no opportunity to be on the 
Crittendcn road and murder Mrs. McCloud 
at tbe hour the government has alleged 
the murder was committed. A lack of 
positiveness in the witnesses for the de- 
fense keep this attempt from being as 
successful as O'Neil's friends do.iired it ta 
be.

Thomas Lucas, tho 
stenographer who reported tho testimony, 
was placed on the stand and swore to Mrs. 
O'Neil testifying that John was not drunk 
that night, that he went out first and that 
no mention of going up stairs was made.

you recollect the Poliski case?" "Yes 
sir." "That's all." 


Ij. H. Whitney. 


L, H. Whitney, one of the state police, 


had an interview with Joseph Atkins. It 
was the afternoon of the day O'Neil was 
arrested. Atkins said he had quit work 
at 5.30 and met O'Neil and others at 
Ward's corner. He then went home and 
returned from supper and said O'Neil 
was in the pool room at 7 o'clock. He 
saw him late in the pool room, but de- 
nied he was in the group at the hotel. 
Witness 
had 
Atkins 
come 
into 


his hotel room again and repeat his 
story. Then he admitted he lied about 
the hour he had seen O'Neil, To Mr. 
Rhodes, who was present, Atkins said he 
was a friend of O'Neil.s and would help 
him if he could, would lie for him. 


Mr, Parkhurst cross-examined. Never 


had occasion to give a witness my version 
of the affair. "You did not hesitate to 
tell this man he lied?" '• No, sir." 


Detective F. A. Kllodew. 


Detective F. A. Rhodes had talked with 


John Ryan. Officer Hammond, he said, 
had asked him when and where he had 
seen O'Neil and he said about 7.45, but 
mentioned no others. He beard a talk 
•with Joseph Atkins also. Atkins said he 
saw O'Neil at 8.15 or 8.30, "Then I said 
you lied about the early statement, which 
was 7 o'clock. Then he said he would lie 
to save O'Neil. 


Mr. Parkhurst cross-examined with a 


very few questions. 


Detective L. W, Hammond. 


Detective L. W. Hammond had a talk 


with Delia Quinn a week ago. She said 
that she met Rosa O'Neil about 7.40 at the 
Shelburne Falls house, but did not 839 
John. She thanked me for coming and I 
thanked her for what she said. He had a 
tilk with John Ryan and Atkins who said 
tit one time they had seen O'Neil about 7 
o'clock and the next day said it wai 
about 8 o'clock. 


Mr. Parkhurst cross-examined. "Did 


Atkins say he would swear to a lie to 
saveO'Neil?" "He said he would lie." 
"Did he say ho would swear to a lie?" 
"No sir, not in these words." 


Detective Beunun :Uuuy<m, 


Detective Benson Munyon testified that 


in the wallet owned by Mrs. McCloud 8 
cents, a- nickel and three pennies, were 
found. The overcoat of O'Neil was put in 
evidence and put on the prisoner.

prisoner put on his hat and had the collar 
of tbe coat turned up so that he looked as 
he did the night of the murder,

Gordon S. Johnson, a deputy of Con- 


way, never heard the reputation of David 
Dav's called into question. 


Mr. Parkhurst cross-examined. Won't 


swear I did not tell a lawyer that I would 
not believe Davis under oath. 


Cliarlen Howard and Oilier*. 


Charles Howard, Conway, knows David 


Davis, but does not know much about his 
reputation. 


Not cross-examined. 
Charles Richmond, Ashfield. said repu- 


tation of David Davis is good. 


Distritt-Attorney Hammond introduced 


court records against Quinn, Carroll and 
Bovvers, showing R long list of minor 
offense for which the men were convicted. 


Attorney W. K, Itlanftfleld. 


W. E. Mansfield, attorney at law, 


knows Nellie O'Neil; wrote her a letter 
last November and received several 
replies. In an answer to one written 
November 11 she replied "I cannot

'Tressed for money. Ill begin after the 
holidays and pay $1 a month." 


Cross-examined by Mr. Parkhurst. "I 


don't know whether she has paid Dr.

Dr. Joseph c. Perry. 


Dr. Joseph C. Perry had a bill or claim 


against Nellie O'Neil which he put in 
hands of Mr. Mansfisld. He saw a letter 
in reply to one sent by Mansfield. It 
stated she was hard pressed for money, 
was badly in debt and after January 1 
would begin paying fl a mcn'h. 


This closed the commonwealth's rebut- 


tal. The jury took a recess and after- 
wards the sur-rebuttil was begun.

When at the barber shop Friday night 


he noticed where Fenton and the others 
were standing when O'Neil is supposed to 
have asked for a cigarette. They were at 
least ten feet away. Their backs were 
turned. Witness was out with Ryan but 
wns walking toward the corner. 


No questions by the commonwealth. 


John Ryan. 


John Ryan testified that Kennedy stood 


apart from the others and started to ap- 
proach them. 
Commonwealth objected 


to question to find why Ryan did not talk 
at first with Detective Munyon. 
The 


question was allowed in a general sense, 
without details. Witness did not under- 
stand the question put to ascertain if he 
had another reason than the one that ap- 
peared for withholding information from 
the detective. An attempt was made to ask 
the question in many ways but it ended 
up in the asking of witness if he wished 
to make any change in hia first statement 
to which he answered, no. 


C. F. A. Eddy. 


Charles Francis Adams Eddy was called 


to testify to the veracity of witnesses but 
was not questioned. 
A disagreement 


arose as to the propriety of admitting it. 


Testimony Is Clotted. 


The testimony then closed, the defense 


having no more sur-rebuttal, nor the gov- 
ernment any questions. 


C. S. Purkliurst's Plea. 


When Lawyer Parkhurst commenced 


his plea for the defendant, the crowded 
courtroom was still as death. The line of 
his argument was as follows: "When 
this case was begun the defense was nob 
satisfied that a murder and an outrage 
had been committed. But as the case has 
proceeded there is left no doubt that 
a 
murder, 
a 
terrible murder, had 


been committed. The defense makes no 
contention that Mrs. MoCloud was not 
murdered. That is admitted. 
The ques- 


tion for the jury to decide is not who com- 
mitted this murder but the question is: 
Did the aocuBsed man do it, .the prtsonei 
< 


at the bar. That is the single inquiry. 


'Let us consider the case made out l y 


the government. For I mry ask yo-, MI- 
sideringthe government's case alL,.ie, if 
it is sufficient to warrant a verdict of 
uiity. It is not. 
The government has 


not bhown that O'Neil was any nearer the 
sceno.of the murder than his house." Mr. 
Parkhurst at leneth went over the where- 
abouts of Mrs. McCloud and O'Neil on the 
fatal ntjht as held by the witnesses 
Tor 
the 
prosecution 
and deduced 


as his conclusion that O'Neil had only 
an half hour in which to commit the 
crime, dispose of t^e body and return to 
the Shelburne Falls bridge. 
That, ac- 


cording to the claims of the prosecution 
and according to its showing, was abso- 
lutely impossible. It is also, Mr. Park- 
burst claimed, improbable. That O'Neil 
could have committed the crime, in the 
time alleged and shown from the prosecu- 
tion's standpoint, bus not been proven. 


Noou Uccess. 


The court reconvened at 2 30 o'clock 


after the noon recstsand Mr, Parkhmst 
resumed his argument. The court room 
was as usual packed. Mr. Parkhurst first 
dwelt on the unreliability of the testi- 
mony of the men who took part in the 
drunken orgie ending after midnight oil 
that fatal Friday night. 


He pictured O'Neil going home reeling 


staggering drunk at 6.15 on that evening, 
laving been drinking since early morning 
bat day. 
Then he took up the mother's testimony 


of the supper and the belief that O'Neil 
went up stairs, taok his sister's money 
and then went ont. 


Where did he go? The government 


will say that he went up the Crittendeu 
road with murder and lust In his eyes. 
)id he go there? You must say that he 
went ut> there without an eya to seo, be- 
cause the government claims it. 


God forbid, gentlemen, that you guess 


ihis man's life away. R ar, an unim- 
peachable witness, meets him on Green 
treet at 6.45 o'clock and 
gives hi u 


notches for bis pipe. This is against the 
go\ e ninent's theory. 


\Vnore was O'Neii next seen? His sis- 
er Rose leaves home and passes mm at 
S.65 o'clock on the bridge.

CASH BOOK BDRHED. 


Siarlting Development Connected With 


AS'ee Barrett's Death. 


PERM IN A PECULIAR POSITION. 


Girl's 
Employer Thinks 
Was Murdered.

Boston, July 27.—It seems as if every 


hour brings forth new developments in 
the death of Miss,Barrett last Satur- 
day afternoon. 
Her family and later 


her employer are almost positive she 
was murdered, but even this question 
lost some interest 
when it was as- 


certained that the cash book of the firm, 
which Miss Carrett had kept for two 
years, had been burned. 
The police, 


who have been hard at work oil the oase 
since it assumed such phases, are almost 
satisfied that Miss Barrett burned the 
book before her death. 


With the disappearance of this book 


the nrm finds itself in a most peculiar 
position. 
William C. Codraan admitted 


to the police that it was truly a surprise 
U1 him to learn that his confidential 
clerk and bookkeeper had destroyed the 
cash book. 
He also admitted that the 


destruction of the cash book would hide, 
any irregularities that may have existed 
so effectually that it would be almost im- 
possible to discover them. 


The absence of the cash bock was not 


disicoi-ered until yesterday, when the safe 
was opened for the first time since one 
of the firemen hastily closed it at the 
time of the fire. 
The safe was found 


open at that time, and to prevent Its 
contents from bemg destroyed, it was 
promptly shut.

Ndntucket, and a search was made for 
the missing book.

Codman says It Is his personal convic- 
tion that Miss Barrett did not commit 
suicide, but was murdered, perhaps by 
some one who followed her into the office 
on Saturday.

Miss Barrett embezzled a cent of tlio 
firm's money. 


Dt.puty Superintendent Burrlll says: 


"The cash book was in the safe at 1:45 
o'clock last Saturday, when Mr. Briggs 
left the office. 
He locked up the safe. 


We believe that Miss Barrett opened th» 
safe when she returned to the offic'3 
for the purpf.se o"£ destroying this booJs 
and other papers." 


The family of the girl stoutly hold to 


the theory that the girl was murdered, 
while the police hold that she burned 
the papers in the toilet room, then shot 
herself and that the burning papers came 
In contact with some rubbish or wood- 
work of the closet and caused the blaze, 
which led to the striking of the fire alarm.

(though it is true that I Save dehorned 
all the cows in Sliakerville, as I believe 
It to be more humane to cut oft a cow's 
horns than to allow them to remain. I 
did this after securing- the best advico 
possible, and I now propose to make this 
a test case. 


"The dehorning is done with an instru- 


ment made especiaJly for the purpose, 
and It is all over before the animal can 
possibly realize what has happened. I 
have watched the cows closely and have 
never seen the slightest «vil effects from 
it, and, on the other hand, it renders the 
animal much more peaceable. 'I believe 
*hat the dehorning of cattle will become 
universal before many years."

miserable Excnno for a Bridge* 


That the selectmen and highway com- 


missioners of Williamstown have been de- 
cidedly negligent in their duties at the 
east side of the town is expressing it in 
inild form compared to what some of the 
tax payers and traveling public express 
themselves. There is a small bridge at 
the northwest corner of the mill that 
spans the mill raceway, that is a menace 
to both teams and pedestrians who haa 
occasion to use it. The bridge Is tightly 
planked, and as its flooring is much lower 
that the roadbed at either end it forms a 
receptacle for the mnd and water that 
flows in from the road. 
During the 


greater part of the year it is almost im- 
passable by pedestrians, in fact ,after a 
rain it holds the mud and water to a 
depth of several inches until the water is 
evaporated and the mud dried up by the 
sun. 
This condition has prevailed for 


several months. At the last annual town 
meeting a sum of £200 was appropriated 
to raise the bridge and make it passable. 
After the town meeting the selectmen and 
Road Commissioner Fowler came and laid 
out the proposed improvement. Stones 
were tfrnwn and tile work stopped. It 
was understood that as Mr. Fowler was 
engaged with work in other parts of the 
town Mr. G. P. Carpenter should be given 
authority to go on and do the work. Why 
is it held in abeyance ? Men and women 
and children who live south of the river 
must use this bridge when going to work, 
to church, to school and to take the elec- 
tric cars. Several of the citizens have 
asked your correspondent to call the at 
tention of the authorities to it hoping 
that this might succeed when their per- 
sonal solicitations failed. Anyone visiting 
the menace to public health and safety 
will see that their impatience is justified.
